MPC agrees with Westcon expansion 


St. Albert Municipal Plan- 
ning Commission supported 
a request for an expansion 
and addition to Westcon 
Construction Products, 19 
Riel Drive at the regular 
MPC meeting Tuesday af- 
ternoon, ‘ 

Westcon makes concrete 
products and its manager 
Allan Chase presented plans 
for the expansion which 
include a 2,000 square foct 
extension on the east side of 
the building. 

The request has been 
tabled by the MPC and has 
been set for its next meeting 
to allow the owner time to 
consider the needs of the 
MPC. 

Chairman of the MPC 
Barry Breadner said that St. 
Albert had plans for Red 
Willow Park a near $2 million 
redevelopment of city park 
area by the river; Westcon 
would have to take care of 
landscaping and screening if 
the development was to go 
ahead, Mr. Breadner sugg- 
ested. 

Mr. Chase said the firm 
would like to do that but it 
would be difficult to get the 
fill and to clean it up. 

Mr. Breadner emphasized 
later that St. Albert would 
have to be ‘‘fairly demanding 
on screening and aesthe- 
tics."’ 

In other MPC business, 
Richard Fowler representing

that they obtain input for 
residents in the Green Grove 
area. 4 

Mr. Breadner wanted the 
proposal tabled for two 
weeks so that the interested 
parties could acquaint them- 
selves with it. 

Mr. Fowler said he wanted 
more input from people in 
the area in the form of 
‘public meetings or public 
hearings, whatever you want 


to call them.” 

lan McDougall, architect, 
was before the commission 
with a proposal for a 9,600 
square foot two storey sports 
complex on River lot 53, 
immediately east. of the LBH 
Hardware Centre.

“Second class wages” 


raise city workers’ ire 


St. Albert's municipal 
employees, members of CU- 
PE Local 941, are somewhat 
less than happy with their 
present arrangement with 
the city. In the last two years, 
there has been an 80 percent 
turnover amongst the city’s 
workers. Only five of the 
city's 83 employees have 
worked for the city for more 
than seven years, 

According to Tom Molnar, 
president of Local 941, the 
reason for the high turnover 
lies in the fact that wages 
paid by the City of St. Albert 
are not on a par with those of 
other municipalities. Mr. 
Molnar points out that a top 
operator in St. Albert makes 


$6.35 an hour, while a 
labourer, for the City of 
Edmonton, with no special- 
ized training, makes $6.60. A 
top operator in Edmonton 
makes over $8 per hour. 

Mr. Molnar also comments 
that the high turnover is due 
in part to the members 
relationship with the city's 
middle management, whom 
he described as ‘‘always 
pushing.’ 

On Wednesday, the con- 
ciliator for Local 941 will 
meet with representatives of 
the City of St. Albert. Should 
these negotiations prove un- 
satisfactory, the union will 
take its case to arbitration.

New city assessment 


reflects soaring prices 


The City of St. Albert is 
currently making a new 
general assessment, the first 
since 1965. The residential 
assessment has now been 
completed and the comm- 
ercial-industrial assessment 
will be finished by the end of 
this month, The fact that 
land and construction costs 
have soared in that period is 
news to no one, but at 
Monday night’s meeting of 
council, City Administrator 
Bob Byron revealed the 
extent of the increased 
assessment. Mr. Byron told 
council that a home with an 
assessed value of $8,500 in 
196S now has an assessed 
value of $38,000. He comm- 
ented that the updated 
assessment provided the city 
with more realistic figures. 

Members of the public 
who question their assess- 
ment will be able to make 


inquiries to the city’s assess- 
ors at an evening meeting to 
be held at a later date. A 
brochure explaining the ass 
essment procedures and 
their result will be circulated 
later, to all homeowners. 

The dollar and cents 
impact of the new assess- 
ment on the homeowner will 
not be known until council 
strikes its budget, a process 
currently underway. Regar- 
ding the budget, Ald. Barry 
Breadner commented that 
the new budget would have 
to deal with cost increases 
which were beyond city con- 
trol. He cited police costs, 
new recreation facilities and 
the increased demand for 
social and recreational ser- 
vices. He stated that some 
tax increases would be 
necessary because of these 
increases. 


Bus fares set 


Pupils riding the bus to 
school in the Protestant 
School District will be paying 
a slightly higher fee when 
they return to school next 
fall. 

The new fares are $40 a 
year per pupil and $80 a year 
per family. This is up from 
$30 and $60 respectively and 
represents the Board’s sup- 
port of a user pay philoso- 
phy. Even so the total 
revenue projected from the 
increased fares will only 
cover about $60,000 of a total 
$250,000 expenditure. 


After January 31 fares will 
be reduced by half. Refunds 
of half the total paid will be 
made to students or families 
who move from the district 
prior to February 1 or move 
to a location within the 
District that does not require 
busing. 

Harsim Construction’s low 
bid was accepted by the 
Board for construction of 
eight portable classrooms at 
W.D. Cuts School. Bids 
ranged from $310,266 to 
$380,372.

Sewers concern 
Mission resident 


A Mission Avenue resi- 
dent, John Mitchell, appear- 
ed before council’s commit- 
tee of the whole Monday 
night to express fears about 
the possibility of a sewer 
back-up damaging his home. 
Mr. Mitchell told the council 
that this had happened in 
1976, and that he had paid 
$5,000 to have repairs made 
to his rec room. Mr. Mitchell 
referred to a recent article in 
the Edmonton Journal which 
questioned the efficiency of 
back-up valves. Mr. Mitchell 
said he feared the addition of 
houses in Lacombe Park 
would put a strain on a sewer 
line which he said was 
already heavily taxed. He 
asked council what measures 
other than daily monitoring 
the city was taking to prevent 
flooding, and asked that his 
concerns be answered in a 
public meeting. 

‘ Ald. Barry Breadner told 
Mr. Mitchell he had discuss- 
ed the matter with the city 
engineer, who has assured 
him that changes had been 
made to eliminate the flood 
threat. He pointed out that 
the additional houses in 
Lacombe Park would not 
affect that sewer line as lines

1985S and would eventually 
accommodate in the neigh-

population. The updated 
Woodland Plan was approv- 
ed in 1977 by both St. Albert 
council and the Edmonton 
Regional Planning Commis- 
sion, 

Sturgeon Road would be 
realigned to provide a park 
dedication from the devel- 
opers along the Sturgeon 
River, with 13.5 acres be- 
tween the river and the road 
retained in the plan for a 
country club, 

The original outline plan 
prepared by Rockliff Part- 
nership - Architects - Plan- 
ners was for 945 developable 
acres. The reduction came 
about through the city’s 
decision ,to take out the 
province-owned land in the 
northeast portion, formerly 
considered for a university 
site, plus the river parkland 
area. The government land is 
shown as possible future 
recreation area, and the 
Rockliff report states that 
“Discussion between the 
Landscape Consultant and 
Alberta Parks, to whom the 
lands appear to have revert- 
ed, indicate that the De- 
partment would favour this 
river lot to be held in 
parkland for eventual use as 
a large regional park, par- 
ticularly with reference to its 
character and location rela- 
tive to the Sturgeon Valley,’’ 

The outline plan will 
however continue to take the 


natural features of this 
parkland area into account in 
the design of the reduced 
area. It would appear that 
the utmost care has been 
taken to ensure preservation 
of native woodland areas and 
a natural wooded-water area 
at the terminus of a major 
drainage system, along with 
planning to integrate the 
community with the natural 
landscape in every way 
possible. The rolling terrain 
affords opportunities for 
some excellent views of the 
river valley which have been 
taken into account in the 
design. 

Woodlands will be linked 
to St. Albert by extensions to 
Sturgeon Road, Sir Winston 
Churchill Avenue and the 
Boudreau Road corridor and 
Hebert Road. Eventually an 
extension of 149 Street to the 
north (Campbell Road) is 
planned and a river crossing 
on Boudreau. The Harries 
report notes that the cost of 
building arterial roads thr- 
ough Woodlands could be 
accommodated without any 
cost to St. Albert's present 
residents, This would be 


accomplished by having the 
costs shared by the develop- 
er and the Provincial Goy- 
"ernment through grants to 
the cities for arterials. The 
St. Alberi Transportation 
Study, says the Harries 
Report, indicated that an 
additional $17.0 million 
would have to be expended 
outside of Woodlands for 
arterial roads, of which $9 
million would come from 
grants. Part of the expen- 
diture should be allocated to 
Woodlands according to the 
report, and using assessment 
as a basis, 29 percent of $8 
million was allocated to 
Woodlands. 

Part of the discussion with 
council may revolve around 
the number of units to be 
allowed in Woodlands, tak- 
ing into account a declining 
rate of people per unit. City 
policy is for an 80%:20% 
ratio of single family to 
multiple family in the devel- 
opment.

REPOPULATE ZOOS WITH HUMANS 


LOS ANGELES - Artist Lowell Darling is running for 
governor on a beastly platform. 


Human beings should become stand-ins for animals, he 
proposed Wednesday, dressing up in feather or furs to keep the 
z00s operating, thus freeing the animals to go back to the wild. 


“The idea came to be after the recent tragic death of Bubbles 
the hippopotamus,” said Darling, who has filed as a candidate 
for the Democratic nomination for governor in the June 
election. 


“TI propose that all wild animals be returned to their original 
homes - the jungles, forests, rivers. 


“I recommend that in their place we commission artists to 
make wild animal costumes and hire the unemployed to wear 
them. 


“Or people could serve time in the animal costumes as an 
alternative to prison or jury duty...somebody could be the rear 
end of the zebra one day and something else another day. 


“Besides, the unemployed learn tricks quicker than wild 
animals, so the trainers won't have to constantly be jabbing 
them with sticks.” 


ARE THESE MY TRACKS 
From Wheat Pool ‘Budget’ 

“WHEREAS the cost index of commodities and services used 
by Western farmers has risen by 51 percent in the past ten 
years; and 


WHEREAS during the ten-year period, grain prices have 
declined to the extent that the purchasing power of a bushel of 
wheat, oats and barley is at the lowest point it has reached since 
the depression of the late thirties, and 


WHEREAS the imbalance between costs and prices, usually 
referred to as the cost-price squeeze, has brought about the 
most serious economic conditions faced by Western grain 
farmers since the depression prevailing at the outbreak of 
World War II; 


We, the undersigned, hereby petition the Government of 
Canada, etc.” 


This excerpt is taken from the opening paragraphs of a petition 
to the Prime Minister of Canada, March 10, 1959. The 
occasion was a “March on Ottawa,” a western farm delegation 
of more than 1 ,000 to Ottawa. They carried a petition signed by 
over 303,000 prairie people. 


The 1959 On to Ottawa petition was to impress on the 
government the need for deficiency payments on farm pro- 
ducts, especially western grains. Deficiency payments 
schemes were not extended to grains, and prices did not 
advance to any great extent until 1972. The intervening 
years did see a number of government-industry actions 
concerning grain marketing, pricing, two-price systems and 
so on. The grain income stabilization plan is the newest. 


It is interesting to note a statement by Unifarm President 
Howard Falkenberg regarding existing stabilization pro- 
grams. In a release dated March 17, he points out that 
some federal agriculture stabilization programs cannot even 
meet the “stop loss” objective for which they were 
designed. The reason, says Falkenberg, is that the plan 
offer compensation at a level of only 90% of prices 
averaged over the last five years. They do not recognize 
Steadily increasing production costs. 


If the wording in the 1959 petition seems very familiar 
(except for the cost index figure) and Unifarm’s reaction 
seems timeless, we should not be surprised. It sometimes 
helps to stop and look back at the road we have travelled. 
Perhaps we have come full circle. 


SUITOR REALLY FELL FOR GIRL 
VANCOUVER - Police said Patrick Kouchnire was attempt- 
ing to scare or impress his girl-friend when he fell from the 
window ledge of her 23-storey apartment into a swimming 
pool. 


A hospital spokesman said Kouchnire, 24, was in stable 
condition with internal injuries and there were no broken bones. 
Falling into about a metre of water in the shallow end of the 
pool helped break the 64-metre plunge. 


“He must have kicked against the building when he fell,” a 
police spokesman said. ‘He landed in the pool, which is eight 
feet from the building.” 


Police said-the fall from the apartment tower was accidental. 
The girl-friend tried to help Kouchnire get back inside the 
apartment but he slipped and fell. 


Police said the man’s shoes came off at the edge of the pool but 
there were no visible bruises when he was pulled from the 
water. 


Jamison emphasizes transportation, 


technical skills in budget speech 


Speaking in the budget 
debate on March 31, St. 
Albert MLA Ernie Jamison 
had some harsh words for the 
combined contributions of 
the opposition to this debate 
which he called “‘irrespon- 
sible.’’ ‘'The opposition,’’ 
Mr. Jamison said, ‘‘would 
have this province follow the 
road to ruin: spend, spend, 
spend. Fritter away our 
resource revenues, take care 
of everybody from the cradle 
to the grave."’ 

Noting that the budget 
address by the Hon. Merv 
Leitch brought home clarity 
the fact that Alberta holds a 
most favourable position in 
our country, Mr. Jamison 
said it must be remembered 
that all of Canada is 
fortunate in its abundance of 
natural resources: rich agri- 
cultural plains, forest and 
mineral resources, water and 
water power, fisheries and 
excellent harbours. ‘‘That is 
why,’’ he said, ‘‘that so 
many could say with confi- 
dence that the 20th century 
belongs to Canada."’ 

Mr. Jamison went on to 
point to unemployment of 
more than a million Cana- 
dians with little hope for 
improvement in the near 
future. ‘‘Bounded on three 
long coastlines by oceans," 
said Mr. Jamison, ‘‘Canada 
does not have a great ship 
building industry, does not 
employ modern technology 
in gathering and processing 
fish, cannot get carloads of 
grain to waiting ships for 
committed overseas sales. 
And Canada has not gone 
after her northland resources 
and their enormous poten- 
tial.” 

Not only that, said the St. 

Albert MLA, Canada is 
further and severely crippled 
in trying to compete in the 
modern world and he quoted 
from the budget address: 
“Canada has moved beyond 
wage parity with the United 
States after accounting for 
exchange rate movements, 
yet our productivity is less 
than 80 percent of the 
productivity of our major 
trading partner.”’ ‘‘So much 
for the directions in which 
the NDP, with their labour 
support, and the socialistic 
federal Liberals have led 
us,”” 
He attributed the differ- 
ence between Alberta and 
other areas of Canada to the 
Alberta Government's sound 
management of resources 
and finances. 


TECHNICIANS - TRADES 
PEOPLE NEEDED 


Referring to work going 
forward to establish a petro- 
chemical industry in Alberta 
which will provide jobs for 
our young people, Mr. 
Jamison said we face a very 
serious shortage of skilled 
technicians and tradesmen. 
“Our universities and coll- 
eges will have to respond 
with a change in emphasis 
and with developing an 
attitude in our young men 
and women as to the value 
and rewards to be gained by 
following careers geared to 
the economic needs of the 
province. ‘‘It has become 
clear in less advantaged 
provinces, he noted, ‘‘that a 
university diploma is in fact 


no guarantee of ajob.’’ He 
supported government effort 
and budget assistance for 
technological research, but 
said there is no doubt that we 
cannot put teaching in 
university classrooms at the 
bottom of the priority for any 
professor. In this connection 
Mr. Jamison suggested that 
if government is going to 
accomplish its goals in tech- 
nological and trades training 
for young people, it may 
have to face the issue of 
tenure head on. 

The MLA approved of the 
high priority the government 
has placed on transportation, 
particularly roads and air- 
ports - ‘‘a necessary in- 
vestment in Alberta’s econ- 
omic and industrial devel- 
opment.’’ He said he could 
not agree with those that 
have called roads in northern 
Alberta ‘Roads to no- 
where.’’ '‘Who could be so 
shortsighted as to call the 
northern part of our Province 
‘nowhere?’ Mr. Jamison said 
that since his election in 1971 
he had always supported a 
policy of roads before de- 
velopment. Roads cost enor- 
mously less money, espe- 
cially in periods of prolonged 
inflation if they are built 
before development takes 
place,”’ he said. *‘This is why 
I support a proposed west 
by-pass of St. Albert.’’ All 
the former government left 
us was a bunch of lines on 
maps. 


GROWTH CONTINUES 


Referring to ERPC growth 
studies and immigration 
coming into Alberta, Mr. 
Jamison said a conservative 
figure for the year 2000 
would be a million new 
residents in Alberta, with 
about 40 percent settling in 
the greater Edmonton reg- 
ion. St. Albert, he said, has 
invested millions of dollars in 
a sewer line from the city to 
the North Saskatchewan Riv- 
er, a line which when up- 
graded is capable of acc- 
ommodating 200,000. He 
also noted that St. Albert has 
access to water from Edmon- 
ton with its new water 
treatment plant capable of 
serving two million people. 
“There is no doubt that the 
province is going to grow, 
Edmonton is going to grow 
and St. Albert is going to 
grow - therefore I think a 
west by-pass at the present 
time - before development - 
is very logical. 

Mr. Jamison also said he 
was sick and tired of those 
who continually harp about 
foreign investment and large 
corporations which have tak- 
en risks and invested capital

without their investment and 
their expertise? We would be 
running the Tar Sands, for 
example, like the federal 
government runs the post 
office."’ 

At the same time he 
warned of the danger of 
over-regulating small busin- 
ess. The same regulations 
needed to control big cor- 
porations can stifle small 
business, said Mr. Jamison.

Vandalism report before 
Protestant board tonight 


St. Albert District 6 
administration's report on 
vandalism will once again 
come before Board members 
at tonight’s regular meeting. 

The report, praised by 
Trustee Wes Penner as 
reflecting very careful and 
thorough study was tabled at 
the Board's meeting of 
March 22 when Trustee Gary 
Hodgins expressed the op- 
inion that a closer review was 
necessary and that the public 
should have some input. 

Trustees Shirley McCaff- 
ery and Scott Friese agreed 
and voted with Trustee 
Hodgins to have the motion 
by Trustee Penner tabled. 

Superintendent Elmer 
Gish pointed out to the Board 
that the ‘Project Incentive 
Pilot Study’ was a separate 
recommendation and could 
still be moved on. The pilot 
study was developed in 
response to a Board resolu- 
tion following a look at it in 
an earlier stage a few weeks 
ago. 

Each school involved in the 
project (Paul Kane, Lorne 
Akins, Sir George Simpson 
and W.D, Cuts are recomm- 
ended) would be allocated 
funds based on $1.50/pupil 
minus the costs of vandalism 
for the previous 12 month 
period. Costs occurring out- 
side of school hours - 8 a.m, - 
6 p.m. would not be 
included. 

Trustee Hodgins again felt 
that a little more time given 
to studying all ramifications 
of the project would make it 
an excellent program rather 
than a good one. He moved 
to table and was supported 
by Trustees Friese and Mc- 
Caffery. 

‘Project Incentive’ and the 
other nine recommendations 
concerning vandalism will 
come up tonight in ‘un- 
finished business’. 

The following is a list of 
the nine recommendations: 

1. That the Board take 
steps to inform the com- 
munity of its concern about 
the presence and impact of 
vandalism in St. Albert and 
indicate its willingness to 
work with other community 
groups to bring the problem 
under control; 

2. That the administration 
initiate a District-wide ed- 
ucational program directed 
toward students and the 
public as a means of 
attempting to reduce the 
number of acts of vandalism, 
and, over a period of time, 
eliminate some of the causes 


of vandalism. 

3. That damage to District 
property or premises be 
repaired as soon as possible 
or practicable after the 
damage occurs. 

4. That the feasibility of 
employing daytime custo- 
dians with maintenance res- 
ponsibilities be explored. 

5. That schools built in the 
District in the future be 
designed in such a way that 
their vulnerability to van- 
dalism be reduced or elimin- 
ated. 


6. That all schools in the 
system be provided with 
external perimeter lighting. 

7. That schools be equip- 
ped with internal security 
gates. 

8. That purchasing spec- 
ifications take into account 
the need for vandal-proof 
furniture and equipment. 

9. That wherever it is 
feasible and a clear advan- 
tage would accrue existing 
glass be replaced with 
poly-carbonate glass susti- 
tutes. 


Now that the decision to sold. 


remain centralized has been 
made, definite busing plans 
are being worked on by the 
board of directors.

* Summer employment 
program announced 


Dr. A. E. Hohol, Minister 
of Alberta Advanced Edu- 
cation and Manpower, has 
announced the government's 
intention to support the 
Summer Temporary Empl- 
oyment Program (S.T.E.P.), 
a job-creation program, and 
Hire-A-Student, a job-place- 
ment service for Alberta 
students. 

In a statement to the 
Legislature, Dr. Hohol re- 
commended the allocation of 
$2 million to launch STEP. 
He said that the final extent 
and scope of funding to STEP 
would be determined in 
relation to the summer 
employment situation in Al- 
berta. Additional funding 
and projects may be con- 
sidered if a serious un- 
employment situation dev- 
elops. 

Dr. Hohol explained that 
STEP, which aims at provid- 
ing employment opportuni- 
ties, will have four elements 
for post-secondary students 
and four at the high school 
level. 

To be eligible for the 
program, students must be 
1S years of age or older, 
Alberta residents and legally 
entitled to work in Canada. 

The post-secondary com- 
ponents, which run from 
May through August, in- 
clude work experiences in 
the following four areas: 

provincial government 
departments, with major 


emphasis on research and 
surveys; 
-- recreation, on cost- 


shared projects with muni- 
cipal recreation boards for 
recreation students; 

-- veterinary work, a cost- 
shared operation between 
Alberta Agriculture and re- 
gistered veterinarians for 
veterinary students; 

-- tourism, cost-shared 
projects between Business 
Development and Tourism 
and zone offices of the Travel 
Industry Association of Al- 
berta for work in tourist 
information centres. 

High school elements of 
STEP are scheduled for July 
and August. They include 
work activities: 

-- on Alberta farms, under 
cost-shared agreements be- 
tween Alberta Agriculture 
and eligible farmers, for 
employment of not less than 
two weeks; 

- with municipal govern- 
ment programs, in main- 
tenance and recreation-type 
jobs, with cities, towns, 
villages, counties and mun- 
icipal districts; 

-- at Junior Forest Ranger 
camps, under Alberta En- 
ergy and Natural Resources, 
for eight weeks of career- 
development experiences in 
provincial forests; 

- with agricultural socie- 
ties, who jointly with Alberta

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New books at the St. Albert Public Library 


Narrow Gauge Railways of 
Canada, by Omer Lavallee. 
This book is a ‘‘survey 
course’’ about one of the 
most interesting chapters in 
Canadian railway history. 
Canada actually still poss- 
esses North America’s lar- 
gest network of narrow 
gauge lines Canadian 
National Railways Newfoun- 
dland lines, the White Pass 
and Yukon Route, and the 
Grand Falls Central. 

Narrow Gauge Railways of 
Canada provides the reader 
with 112 pages of text 
containing listings of mileage 
chronological, geographical 


facts about each system, with 
locomotive information. Sev- 
eral other useful appendices 
are included: time-mileage 
charts, 11 diagrams, 15 
pages of roster and gradient 
profiles of three steeply 
graded mountain routes.

During the last few years 
we have heard a lot about 
metrics. They are slowly and 
surely creeping up on us and 
soon everyone will indeed be 
thinking metric. As most of 
us have found out already, 
metrics are easy to catch onto 
and use. 


METRIC RECIPE MONTH 


March | was the beginning 
of metric recipe month, All 
recipes seen in the future will 
likely be in metrics. This 
doesn't mean you have to 
throw away all of your 
imperial measuring tools. 
You will continue to use 
these for your old, favorite 
recipes. 

Metric measure should be 
purchased for new metric 
recipes. When buying new 
measures, make sure the dry 
measures are in metric only. 
The dual-dry measure (im- 
perial and metric) are quite 
unsatisfactory. The metric 
number on dual measures is 
an odd number. These mea- 
sures are difficult to use as 
metric recipes have amounts 
based on the basic units 250, 
125, 50 and 25 ml. 

Measuring spoons are 
replaced by small measures. 
These measures come in sets 
of five (1 ml, 2ml, SmI, 1Sml 
and 25 ml). Liquid measuring 
cups have metric measures 
on one side and imperial on 
the other. 


SEWING IN METRICS 


July 1 is the official 
conversion date for yard 
goods. After July we will be 
buying three metres of fabric 
for a dress. Measurements 
will be in centimetre. The 
36-24-38 figure will become 
92-61-97! Once conversion is 
complete, everything will 
seem simpler. Begin now by 
purchasing a metric measur- 
ing tape, use the metric 
fabric requirements on the 
pattern envelope and sew 
metric!

METRIC SPEEDOMETERS 


The majority of car owners 
still have speedometers re- 
gistering miles per hour 
instead of kilometres. This 
can become confusing, espe- 
cially if directions are given 
to proceed 15 km north and 
your odometer is in miles. 

The best and simplest 
conversion method is using 
transparent number stickers 
(available at most service 
stations) placed on the glass 
or plastic cover of the 
speedometer. Other methods 
for converting to kilometres 
are not recommended. 

It is an offence under the 
‘Weights and Measures Act’ 
to alter or adjust an odometer 
so that it gives a false 
indication of the distance 
travelled by the vehicle. 
Adding a gear to the speedo- 


meter drive so that the 
speedometer reads in kilo. 
metres per hour also con. 
verts the odometer. Con. 
sumers would face legal 
problems if they attached 
such a device. This would 
result in an odometer read 
ing partly in miles and partly 
in kilometres, which would 
be very deceptive to a buyer 
of a vehicle.

Discount in effect on power bills 


Calgary Power Ltd. is 
applying a 12.5 _ percent 
provincial discount to all its 


electric power bills. The 
discount went into effect 
April 1.- The discount will 


have the effect of returning 
approximately $33,600,000 
to the company’s customers 
in 1978. 

The discount relates to the 
amount of corporate income 
taxes paid by Calgary Power 
for 1977. The federal gov- 
ernment returns to provincial 
governments 95 percent of 


federal income taxes paid by 
investor-owned utilities. Al- 
berta in turn rebates the 
federal tax, along with 100 
percent of the provincial 
income tax, to utility custo- 
mers, It does so by author- 
izing the utility companies to 
reduce customers’ billings by 
the amount of the rebate. 

Approximately $70,953,000 
has been rebated to Calgary 
Power customers under this 
tax rebate scheme to the end 
of 1977. The 12.5 percent 
discount rate is up from the 
9.5 percent rate which ap-

It's not a job to attract 
many people: the work is 
demanding, the benefits are 
few, but hundreds of men 
and women accept it every 
year. They are the secre- 
taries of Alberta’s 356 Rural 
Electrification Associations. 

As employees and officers 
of REAs their duties range 
from keeping accounts, min- 
utes and reports to arranging 
meetings, signing contracts 
and answering questions. 

Eloise Borle is one of 
them. This active farm wife 
is responsible for the day-to- 
day business operations of 
the Ray REA..Her employers 
are the 271 co-op members 
who live in the rural area 
north and west of St. Albert 
and her wages consist of a 
small annual honorarium, 

She and her husband 
Melvin have a mixed grain 
and cow-calf operation on 
800 acres about 10 miles 
from town. Their 14 year old 
son Paul is the only other 
source of help for the farm, 

Without prior experience 
in bookkeeping or secretarial 
work, Eloise accepted the 
position when Melvin be- 
came the association's pre- 
sident in 1973. The previous 
secretary had retired after 22 
years, to pursue other int- 
erests. 

“It’s difficult to get people 
involved, they have so many 
other things to do,’’ Eloise 
says. ‘*When Melvin became 
president, the Board of 
Directors asked if I'd be the 
secretary, because it would 
be good for the association to 
have both officers in one 
household.”’ 

‘When I started I wasn't 
sure how I'd manage but I 
had a lot of help and support 
from my husband and | 
wasn’t afraid to ask ques- 
tions when I didn’t know 
what I was doing,’’ she says. 

‘I've tried to handle the 
job one day at a time, calling 
on the Farm Electric Services 
(FESL) staff whenever I 
discovered something I did- 
n't understand, learning 
procedures and business 
practices by trial and error.” 

Eloise’s main source of 
information is Ron Martin, 
division rural supervisor for 
Calgary Power Ltd. in the St. 
Albert area. 

Ron says the secretary's 
role is very important to the 
REA and a position which is 
highly under-rated. 

“The REA secretaries are 
the contact between FESL 
and the customer. They 
contend with the practical 
business of the association, 
performing many functions 
for the members,’’ Ron ex- 
plained. 

“The members benefit 
from the good working rela- 
tionship between their sec- 
retary and FESL. They re- 
ceive personal attention to 
their request and inquiries 
and have access to the 
secretary at times which are 
convenient for them, usually 
evenings or weekends. 

‘‘Most members simply 
aren't aware of the volume of 
work their secretaries handle 
so they don't appreciate the 
complexity of the job,’’ he 
says. 

While the job may seem to 
fallin the underpaid-over- 
worked category, Eloise says 
she doesn’t mind, she knew 
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ELOISE BORLE; secretary of the Rural Electrification 


Association for this area. 


that before she started. 

“It can be very satisfying 
when a customer is pleased 
and the work goes smoothly, 
you have a sense of personal 
accomplishment. And that 
can be just as nice as a public 
thank you."* 

Melvin Borle is obviously 
proud of his wife’s work. As 
the president, he relies on 
her to call Board of Directors’ 
meetings when business 
decisions must be made, to 
inform members of the 
REA's activities and to keep 
accurate records of their 
association's dealings.

Section 27 of the Weed 
Control Act states: ‘‘Every 
occupant of land, or if the 
land is unoccupied, the 
owner thereof, shall destroy 
all noxious weeds and weed 
seeds growing or located 
thereon as often as may be 
necessary to prevent the 
spread, growth, ripening and 
scattering of noxious weeds 
or weed seeds.”

There are some 49 sections 
to this act, and breaking any 
one which applies to you, the 
farmer, can bring a fine of 
$500.00!
